About 35,000 shotgun door 
hunters participated in the 
six-day season with 0,285 
hunters being successful — a 
ratio of one -<leei" for every 
4,0 hunters in the field. Last 
year the Illinois Department 
of Conservation issued 10,202 
shotgun permits and 4,323 
deer were harvested. 

According to William T.
